The Franco-Prussian War. 

Over three months bave transpired 
since war was declared by France against 
Prussia, A general alarm over-spread 
Earope and America, on the ontbreak of 
the war, that all the European States 
would be involved in the bloody struggle. 
Happily the alarm, though not baseless, 
has not as yet proven itself to be the 
fore-ranner of a grand Continentel war. 
“With the exception of Italy and the 
Papal States, the war has been confined 
to France and Prassia ; and the soil of 
France has become the theatre of events 
without paralell in modern history. Two 
nations have engsged in a 
deadly struggle. Prussia hes evidently 
won the laurels of Victory. Everywhere 
notwithstanding that every effort has 
been broaght forth by France to expel 
the Prassians,—in spite of deeds of bero- 
jam that were never excelled by any 
ple—atill all the north of France is 
virtaally conquered snd beld by Pras- 
sia,—bat it is only held at the point of 
the bayonet. In front of the fortifica- 
tions of Paris, getting their guns into po- 
sition, sre hundreds of thousands of Prus- 
aians, with their commonications open to 
Prossia, Scattered all through the 
north-east of France, the Prussians are 
everywhere found. One by one all. the 
French fortresses, from Strasbourg on 
the Rhine to Soissons and Orleans, lo- 


cated within « short distance from Paris, MM 


have fallen before the Prossians. Paris, 
however, is not taken ; bat from the de- 
fiant tone of Bismarck, expressing ® 
willingness only to make peace in Paris, 
they seem determined to take it, if 
cwitbia the range of the art of war. The 
telegrams led the world to expect that the 
bombardment would have commenced 
on Oct. 16th; now snother period is 
fixed as the day on which they “will com- 
mence their artillery attacke, prepar- 
tory to the grand assaalt. Around the 
environs of Paris a series of bloody battles 
have recently been fought ; but the for- 
tifications of that city are still in the pos 
session of the Parisians. 1f we were to). 
judge by Prussian success, we would 
patarally, conclude that Paris would soon 
follow in the category of cities captnred 
by King William. But there are events 
transpiring that may prevent such 8 re- 
galt. In Paris itself a most vigorous 
defence is being made ; bot, outside its 
walls, every day adds to the strength of 
the French and weakens the Germans. 
In the Vosges, in the northeast corner 
of France, is #-force ander the command 
of Garibaldi, threatening to cut off the 
communications of the Prussians,—and 
it may be to form a junction with Ba- 
_ geine ; or assist in setting him free. 
‘Whilst in North-west France, Bourbaki 
commands the Freneh forces and threat- 
ens the Prussians infront and flank. A still 
_ . greater danger confronts the Prassians— 
a winter campaign. The winter has 
nearly commenced ; and with the French 
people thoroughly aroused, and deter- 
mined to reject the Prossisn basis of 
peace, it is possible that Bismarck may 
find it convenient to make peace without 
proclaiming it by German berald-at- 
arms from the Tuileries. The French are 
“gaid to have 565,000 soldiers in the field 
ainst 526,000 Prussians on active 
duty. Besides that, 852,000 of the 
French people have been armed. This 
body may not be well and thoroughly 
disciplined soldiers ; but the intense pat- 
riotism and the military ardor that in- 
res the French nation will make their 
pombers felt. The apparent unity of the 
French, notwithstanding the fact that 
their Government is only provisional, to 
drive the invaders from French soil, 
proves ‘the capacity of the French for 
resistance, and is another reason why the 
—Prussians may soon make terms of peace. 
In addition, the united sentiment of 
Europe and America is rapidly turning 
inst Prossia. England, Russis, Aus- 
trie, Holland, Belgium, and the United 
States, are all engaged in trying to bring 
about terms of peace, and it is not up— 
likely that they will soon sacceed. If 
they shou'd not, we would not be sur- 
prised to hear of a winter campaign, out 
of which the Prussians may come shora 
of many of their laurels. A few weeks 
will determine whether the war will be 
parent through the winter or not. If 
t should be, the campaign next summer 
will find the French more formidable 
foes than to-day.

No, sir, 1 said 
nothing of the kind, though, if I had my 
choice, I would adopt a self-supporting Gov- 
ernment ; then-there would be no contention 
about tariffs or customs,—no disputes about 
whether this article or that should be taxed 
or not ; for'there would be no taxes to pay; 
and though we eee mare : Government for 

necessary and useful purpose, yet it 
beer. A be only those who required Bg use 
who would have anything to pay toward its 
support. And those like myself, who have no 
use for a Government, would have nothing to 
psy ; whereas, now we have to pay whether 
‘we'want it or not.

‘A supply of wholesome water for the city 
is urgently required; and I will support any 
practical measure to secure it. 

My interests are identical with yours. I 
earnestly desire to see this city, and the mag- 
nificent country of which it isthe capital, 
prosperous and progressive ; and if you elect 
me as one of your members, I willuse my 
best exertions to secure that result.

Wasuixerox, Oct. 19.—Baron Gerolt bas 
received a dispatch from Bismarck, dated 
yesterday, at Versailles, declaring to friend- 
ly powers that the object of the German 
military operations in France is not for con- 
quest, but only to securesuch new boundarries 
as are considered indispensible to the better 
protection of Germany st future invais- 
ion from France. He adds that Germany 
feels no hostility towards France, and enter- 
tains a sincere wish for its futare welfare. 
A copy of the dispatch has been communi 
cated tothe Department of State. A dis 
pateh received to-night from reliable sources, 
states that in London the report that peace 
is arranged is mach believed, although it is 
not yet officially announced. 

Loxpox, Oct. 20.—A repo 
Luxembarg that Bazaine raised 
Thionville on the 14th, after.an engagement 
which lasted four hours, in which nearly the 
whole investing force of 35,000 men were 
captured. On the 15th he returned to Metz, 
with an immense amount of supplies and 
military stores which had been accumulated 
in that fortress. Meanwhile, the Prussians, 
who had fallen back to Pont-a-Mousson after 
the defeat of the 11th, had swung ther line 
around so that it extended from Pont-a- 
Mousson to Miney and Faulgamen. About 
5a. m. on the 17th, Bazaiue attacked the 
Prussian centre at Concanelles, in over- 
whelming force, and succeeded in throwing 
the whole army between the two wings. 
The attack was followed up with vigor. The 
left wing was forced back on Pont-a-Mousson 
and hemmed in by the river and a largely 
superior force. The Germans fought stub- 
bornly. The slaughter was immense. One 
division of landwehr attempted to cross the 
river and was literally cat to pieces. The 
fight lasted far into the night, and was re- 
sumed early in the morning of the 15th, and 
about 9. o-clock, finding resistance useless, 
the Prussians laid down their arms. Nine 
thousand surrendered, all that was left of 
32,000 of the morning before. The French 
torce engaged are estimated at over 100,000. 
Their losses fully equal those of the Germans 

New Yorx, Oct. 20.—A dispatch from 
Berlin, Oct. 19, last evening, says that terms 
for the capitulation of the fortress and garri- 
son of Metz have been agreed on at the 
Prussian headquarters at Versailles, between 
the French Gen. Beyer and King William. 
The following are the conditions: Bazaine 
signs the treaty of peace between France 
and Prussia, as plenipotentiary of Emperor 
Napoleon.

Eprron Sraxpasp:—The following is s 
description of the places visited by H. M8. 
Scylis on her last cruise. ; 


The Scylla left Esquimalt fn tow of the 
Sparrowhawk “which castoff and parted com- 
pany before reaching San Juan Island”’ on 
Oct 4th. 

The following day we 
hours in Nanaimo harbor. We left there be- 
fore acon and proceeded north, Waddington 
harbor, Bute Inlet, being our first stopping 
place, sod well worthy of a short description. 

Bute Inlet is an arm of the sea penetrating 
the country for nearly 40 wiles ina winding 
course to the northward. The breadth vary- 

from one to two miles, and the shore on 
either side rising abraptly and in some places 
almost precipitously by two stupendeous 
mountains, feom 5000 to 8000 feet high whose 
summits are capped with snow all the year 
round. ‘Very grand were those mountains a8 
we looked on them girt with mist and, stad- 
ded with pine. Visible too are mountain 
torrents continually rushing to the sea and 
appearing to us at & distance merely a8 
silver threads. Above the mist the snowy 
peaks flashed back the rays of the sun with 
duszling brightness. The water of the Inlet 
is of a milky colour and at the head flesh 
color,—most likelv caused by a washing of 
fallers’ earth that is cartied into the inlet by 
the Homathco and Southgate rivers. The 
anchorage in Waddingtoa harbor is not good. 
Soundings rapidly varying from 9 fathoms to 
24. The place abounds in wild fowl which 
find good feeding and safe shelter in the 
miles of swampy ground st the mouth of the 
rivers. 

On Friday the 7th we weighed at 10 8. @., 
and steered for Port Augusta, jComox, that 
we reached on Saturday. On the right of the 
entrance to this harbor is @ very remarkable 
elbow-shaped tongue of land named Gocse 
Spit. “On the leit a low grassy point. The 
upper part i3 & mud fiat which is almost dry 
at low water, and ia tormed by the Courtney 
river which flows into it. Phe grandest trout 
stream or rather trout river that I ever saw 
jis this Courtney river, with its rapide aod 
deep pools only mauagable for ligut canoes. 
It yields trout ofcen weighing 23 or 3 lbs and 
nas yieided even larger, some say over 5 lbs. 
On Wednesday 12th we again raised the 
anchor and steered south. Anchoring that 
evening in Departure Bay which we left agaia 
on the 14th fur Moedy Bay, Burrard Inlet; « 
beautiful spot but not as grand as Bute. Here 
also wé found an ample supply of wild fowl, 
which we waitedon with sn inviation tor 
them to come to dinner, and which some ac- 
cepted. Here we only stopped two days 
getting back to Esquimalt und anchoring 
at 9:30 p. m.on Monday 17h.
